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Alberta’s  International  Merchandise  Exports 
January  - December  2004 
Highlights 


Overview:  In  2004,  Alberta’s  international 
merchandise  exports  rose  by  16.6%  from 
2003,  to  a record  $66.4  billion.  Volume 
driven  export  gains  were  noted  for  beef 
(boneless),  ethylene  polymers,  wheat  (non- 
durum)  and  polyethylene.  At  the  same  time, 
higher  prices  spurred  crude  oil,  lumber  and 
nickel  shipments.  Both  volume  and  prices 
drove  increases  in  ethylene  glycol  and 
oriented  strandboard  (OSB)  exports. 
Elevated  crude  oil  prices  accounted  for 
almost  half  of  Alberta’s  total  export  growth. 
There  were  no  live  cattle  exports  due  to 
international  border  closures.  In  the  fourth 
quarter,  exports  were  24%  higher  than  in 
fourth  quarter  2003. 

Major  Commodities:  In  2004,  exports  of 
natural  gas  grew  by  5.6%  and  crude  oil 
jumped  by  28%,  because  of  price  and 
volume  gains.  Propane  exports  rose  by 
4.4%  because  of  higher  prices.  Beef 
exports,  fresh  and  frozen,  increased 
sharply  by  40%  due  to  the  partial  reopening 
of  international  borders.  Exports  of  ethylene 
polymers,  ethylene  glycol,  OSB,  wheat, 
polyethylene,  and  lumber  were  noticeably 
higher.  Large  decreases  were  registered 
for  diesel  fuel,  telecom  equipment,  artificial 
filament  tow,  and  beef  (bone-in). 

Exports  by  Industry:  Mining  and  energy 
exports  grew  by  15%,  primarily  due  to 
elevated  crude  oil  prices.  Primary 
agricultural  exports  were  9.0%  higher 
because  of  increased  grain  and  oilseed 
volumes.  Crop  exports  were  up  25%,  while 
livestock  exports  dropped  sharply  by  59%. 
Manufacturing  exports  were  up  22%,  with 
two-thirds  of  this  increase  related  to  higher 
volumes.  Chemicals,  food,  feed  & 
beverage,  and  wood  products  displayed  the 
largest  gains.

United  States:  Exports  to  the  U.S. 
increased  by  15%  and  accounted  for  89% 
of  Alberta’s  total  exports.  Shipments  of 
crude  oil,  beef,  ethylene  polymers,  lumber, 
polyethylene  and  OSB  were  significantly 
higher.  Manufacturing  exports  to  the  U.S. 
grew  strongly  by  19%  due  to  increased 
chemical,  wood  product,  and  food,  feed 
and  beverage  shipments. 

Asia:  Alberta  exports  to  Asia  rose  sharply 
by  32%  because  of  higher  ethylene  glycol, 
wheat,  cobalt  and  sulphur  deliveries.  In 
2004,  China  overtook  Japan  to  become 
Alberta’s  second  largest  trading  partner. 
Chinese  imports  jumped  by  82%  because 
of  improved  ethylene  glycol,  wheat  and 
sulphur  shipments.  Japanese  imports 
increased  strongly  by  21%  due  to  higher 
cobalt  and  boneless  pork  deliveries.  Strong 
export  growth  was  also  noted  for  Indonesia, 
Singapore,  and  the  Philippines. 

Europe:  Western  European  imports  were 
up  15%  due  to  higher  nickel,  cobalt  and 
turbo  propeller  shipments.  Elevated  exports 
to  the  Netherlands,  U.K.,  Spain,  and 
France  were  noted.  Exports  to  Eastern 
European  countries  grew  by  6.6%,  led  by 
growth  in  oil  and  gas  field  equipment. 

Latin  America:  Exports  to  South  America 
grew  by  12%  because  of  increased  wheat 
shipments  to  Venezuela  and  Colombia. 
Central  American  imports  jumped  by  64% 
as  Mexico  imported  more  boneless  beef 
and  canola. 

Other  Regions:  Middle  Eastern  imports 
were  29%  higher  as  a result  of  increased 
oil  and  gas  field  machinery,  and  durum 
wheat  shipments.  Exports  to  Africa  dropped 
by  13%  due  to  lower  durum  wheat  and 
sulphur  deliveries.  Alberta  exports  to  the 
Oceania  region  grew  by  17%  due  to 
improved  shipments  of  ethylene  polymers, 
wood  pulp  and  distilling  or  rectifying  plants.
